Dangerous Job 
Dynamite Foreman 


Vance N. Greer, globe-trott- 
ing dymamite expert who calls 
Belle Glade — among other 
places — his home, has return- 
ed from a 10-month stay in Iraq. 
Vance, or Nello, ‘as most folks 
know him was employed as a 
blasting foreman with Derbend- 
ikhan Contractors there, a firm 
‘operated by J. A. Jones, of Char- 
lotte, N. C. 

Derbendikhan, about 185 
north of Baghdad, is the site of 
a $150 million dam, reportedly 
the world's largest earth-filled 
dam. 

The stormy Communist-led 
revolutien of July 14 provided 
a convenient reason for return- 
ing home with another former 
Glades man, R. D. Fisher of 
Lake Wales, former South Bay 
resident. They arrived at Ft. 
Myers about ten days ago. 

Having travelled extensively 
all over the Middle East, Greer 
has picked up information on 
such subjects as foreign aid 
from the U. S. and foreign sent- 
iment toward Americans. 

Iraq's new government is com- 
munistic; they feel bitter to- 
ward Americans. They'll spit on 
an American on the street, he 
said. They want American 
troops out of the Middle East. 
Foreign aid doesn't do much 


Since the revolution, "Amer- 
icans are fleeing in wholesale 
numbers. There were 130 Amer- 
icans at Derbendikhan; now 
only 70 remain. At one time 750 
American families lived in 
Baghdad, now only four reside 


m. jat the American Embassy and 


no children are there. 

Greer advanced a grass-roots 
opinion on one important point: 
“If trouble starts in China, 
look for them to kill every 
American there is there (in 
Iraq) the-next day.” 

Living There | 

Aside from the danger "of re- 
volts and uprising and reprisals 
against Americans, many men 
would envy the adventurours 
life he lives. 

First there's the money: Pay 
is better than $700 per month; 
cests $40 per month room and 
board. You'll work six 10-hour 
days in temperatures up to 125- 
130 degrees. "It's like sticking 
your head in an oven," he said. 

Greer said he drank about 
two-and-one half gallons of 
water each day. To help one 
endure such, there are movies 
twice a week and the finest 
equipment for air-conditioning 
and ice-cream or ice. At one 
time the company bought $750, 
000 worth of groceries from 
America. 

The people: Three groups of 
people live there, Assyrians, 
Kurdish and Arabic peoples. The 
Assyrians are Catholics while 
the other two are Islamic (Mos- 
lems). Three languages are 
spoken as well as English. 

From all he can learn, Greer 
says the causes of the disturb- 
ances are communistic influen- 
ces and religious differences.

“They're 3,000 years behind 
the times," he estimated.

It isn't help- 
ing U. S. interests to brag a- 
bout how much more we can 
earn, 

‘The people raise a few water- 
melons and tomatos. Most of 
them are illiterate. They could- 
n't read the truth if they had 
it. They tend sheep. 

Walking Ambassador 

Vance Greer came to . the 
Glades in 1918. His father, Wal- 
ter Greer, was the town's first 
mayor, In dynamite work for 
33 years, he helped build most 
of the Glades roads. He's been 
going and coming across the 
ocean since 1949 and has spent 
most of that time in the Mid- 
dle East. He speaks some Tur- 
kish and Arabic (which is spok- 
en in nine countries). 

He says our State Department 
tells Americans travelling a- 
broad to be "walking ambassa- 
dors’ That will do more good 
than the money sent over there, 
he feels. 

With a wife, son and daughter 
who don't travel, Greer must 
soon decide if he's going back or 
not—he bought a round-trip 
ticket.
